The Menlo Park Chamber of 
Commerce will soon be installed in 
the City Hall with its own head- 
quarters. No longer will inquiries 
sent to this town regarding its 
schools, churches, commuting facili.

to the RECORDER for lack of a 
Chamber of Commerce address. 
People interested in our fair city 
will now receive prompt replies to 
their courteous questions about the 
advantages of this community. 

Request was made by letter from 
the secretary of the C. of C., John 
A. Sullivan, to the City Council on 
Tuesday evening for permission to 
use space in the City Hall for an 
office, with Mrs. Frances Maloney, 
City Treasurer, acting in a secretar- 
ial capacity for the Chamber in 
those hours that she was not em- 
ployed by the city. Council approv. 
ed the suggestion, only requesting 
that the Chamber install its own 
phone. 

Discussion of the rezoning of dis- 
tricts that include the corner of 
Santa Cruz Ave. and University 
Drive, resulted in the Council ap- 
proving an ordinance that would al- 
low medical-dental buildings in this 
zone but would not alter the zon- 
ing to include apartment buildings. 
Mayor Burgess had reported to the 
council that several owners had ex- 
pressed concern over the possibility 
of a zcning change opening this 
district to apartments, but that 
none of them objected to a high 
class professional building. 


Dick Wright addressed the coun-

Can You Vote? 


Did YOU vote at the June direct primary? Or at the No- 
vember general election? If so you are still a registered voter in 
San Mateo County. But if you did not vote at either time, your 
registration has automatically become cancelled. You are then 
one of a large and impotent minority, without voice in district or 
municipal elections of this year—until you re-register. 


This non-voting minority is not a small one it seems, since 
Over 23,500 persons in San Mateo County who HAVE BEEN reg- 
istered voters are not now eligible because of “default”. The right 
of suggrage is one privilege that must be exercised to be retained. 


There are many who feel that their individual opinions on 
matters of National moment are of no account. The issues are SO 
large, the places of operation so remote that it is a natural tend- 
ency to “Let George do it”, thinking of “George” as the higher- 
uppers who have given time and thought to the problems. This is 
false reasoning of which most of us are guilty. 


But when it comes to the administration of home town 
affairs we are—or we should be, always prepared to cast our votes. 
Registration for any election closes 40 days before the election date. 
Therefore those of us who are among the 3,500 not now registered, 
will be unable to cast our votes on April 7 when the election is to 
be held for Fire Commissioner, yet who in the Menlo Park Fire 
District is not interested in keeping our Fire Department at its 
present high standard? 


The next scheduled election in this area is for May 16 when 
elections are held all over the county for school trustees. Count- 
ing back 40 days we find that one must be registered by April 5 to 
be eligible to vote for members to this most important board. Later 
in the year there will be elections in the Sanitary Districts of the 
County. Even more important will be the special elections for Bond 
issues that will be coming up soon. Registration can be made at 
any time at the City Clerk’s office in the City Hall. 


Spring Flowers and Penal Law 


SPRING ... SUNSHINE... FLOWERS. Surely there is 
no place on earth where this trio gives more pleasure to more people 
than in our fair State. 

Not that the thrill of Spring is necessarily more keen in Cal- 
ifornia than in Michigan, where one hunts the first Spring Beauty, 
the Dutchman’s Breeches, Lady Slipper or Dog-toothed Violet. One 
little Kentucky Buttercup as truly reflects the season’s returning sun 
as the whole hillsides of Baby Blue Eyes that lift their faces to 
our azure skies. 


But in California it is the very ‘“muchness” of many things 
that turns our land into an extravaganza of delight that can not 
be enjoyed in other States. 


What a prosaic admission to credit a part of this abundance 
to “Section 384-A of the Penal Code”, a law that is enforceable by 
any peace officer and its violation punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$200 or imprisonment for six months, Or both. This law states that 
it is unlawful to cut, mutilate, remove or destroy native plants, 
shrubs or trees, etc., growing along public highways or on privately 
owned land without written permission of the owner.” 


Vandalism is not always intentional. While it must be ac- 
knowledged that many people do mutilate and destroy California’s 
jewels of Nature just for the momentary fun of filling hands and 
arms with blossoms and branches, there are others who are equally 
destructive through ignorance of the damage they do. And our 
California wild flowers, world-famous, are being destroyed because 
of conscious or unconscious vandalism—some species even facing 
extinction. 

We can all try to teach the children (and the immature adults) 
to stand in awe of our great heritage of trees and flowers in the 
Golden State. No one should be entirely denied the joy of holding 
Spring wild flowers in the hand, brushing one’s cheek against them 
and pressing one’s nose into their fragrant freshness. It is not too 
difficult to understand the difference between picking a few purple 
Violets by their stems and yanking out plants by the roots or gath- 
ering great bunches of blossoms to be crushed in warm palms and 
then thrown away. 


Save The Sight 


Let us turn from saving California’s wild flowers to saving the 
sight of feliow mortals. Any one who stops to consider the blessing 
of sight in the spring time must respond with deep feeling to an- 
nouncements of the newly established Eye Bank located at Stanford 
University Hospital in San Francisco. 


The new Eye Bank makes it possible “to bring to the blind 
and partially blind West Coast residents the same opportunity for 
sight improvement now available to Easterners through Eye Banks 
operating in New York, Boston and Chicago.” 

When one first thinks of the transplantation of corneas from 
the body of one who has just passed away to a living subject, the 
idea seems a bit ghoulish, yet it is really a thought to touch us with 
deep tenderness. In ancient days food, toys, extra clothing, pet 
animals and even wives and servants were placed in the graves of 
the departed to make life more pleasant for the traveler in his new 
environment. Long ago this custom changed when men realized that 
whatever lived on did not need refreshments or entertainments for 
the old physical form. Now, of course, millions believe that the de- 
parting soul has even less use for the vehicle it had used while here. 

Then what an opportunity it is to “will” that a part of these 
out-worn bodies that have served us be donated to an Eye Bank 
to be used in giving sight to those still here who are bereft of the 
blessing of sight. 

The cornea transplant operation is a delicate one though now 
relatively common, often offering nearly perfect sight. Corneas for 
transplantation are obtained from eyes that are removed from still 
living persons because of injury or disease that has not damaged 
the cornea, and from eyes removed shortly after dedth and preserved 
under suitable conditions. Neither can be kept for more than 48 
hours, which time limitation makes it so imperative to have a cen- 
tral registry where patients needing cornea transplantations and de- 
pendable sources of healthy corneas can be brought together. 

It is especially interesting to know that age, sex, race and 
blood typing of the donor are immaterial; he or she only needs to 
be free of infectous disease. 

It is estimated that between 10,000 and 15,000 of the 200,000 
blind in the United States would have an opportunity to recover 
sight partially or completely through Eye Banks. We should be 
grateful to Stanford University for starting one in the west. In- 
quiries should be made to Eye Bank, 2398 Sacramento Street, San 
Francisco, Phone West 1800, night or day.

Your City’s Business

A well planned street tree pro- 


gram can contribute more to the 
beauty and comfort of a commun-, 
ity than any other type of plant- 
ing. Very careful selection of types 
of trees to be planted and thorough 
consideration of their location is 
most essential in order to obtain, 
maximum benefit with minimum | 
care. i 


Several years ago many of our | 
streets were planted with plane 
(sycamore) trees. Planes are a fav- i 
orite street tree, principally because 
of their rapid growth habit and be- 
cause they bear heavy pruning. In 
areas such as Menlo Park where ex- 
treme heat is not a problem, large 
trees would shut out a great deal 
of valuable sunlight. Large trees are 
not desirable in communities with 
narrow streets and are definitely, 
undesirable wherever they. will en- 
croach on overhead power and 
telephone lines. For these reasons | 
alone it would seem that the plane, 
tree was not a wise choice for this, 
city’s streets. Since they are. not) 
damaged by heavy pruning, their | 


trolled within reasonable limits and - 


this problem is eliminated. This 
heavy pruning, however, creates 
grotesque and unnatural shapes 


that do not blend particularly with 
our rural settings. 

It happens, also, that these trees, 
in common with most fast growing 
species, are heavy water drinkers. 
With our unusually high water 
rates, Menlo Park residents gen- 
erally consider themselves fortun- 


_ate if they can maintain their 


lawns and flowerbeds through the 
summer season. The trees planted 
in the parking strips usually re- 
ceive no water and are obliged to 
send out long and heavy roots in 
search of drink.

sidewalks and -pavements where | Trade Union Building, as well as the 


moisture condenses in warm weath- 
er, and in sewers where the hair- 
like roots gather in such tight mass- 
es that they can be cleared only by 
digging through the street and re- 
moving the pipes. In many in- 
stances we have found that large 
roots have actually lifted and crush- 
ed sewer lines. As a result of dam- 
age to sewers, streets and sidewalks, 
we have been obliged to remove 
many of this species, some of which 
were found to be actually planted 
directly over the sewers. 

While there has been criticism re- 
garding the pruning and removal of 
street trees, it must be borne in 
mind that your Street Department 
is confronted with a problem that 
can be solved only by handling with 
methods that are generally accept- 
ed as being the best for our con- 
dition. Trees that are removed 
should be replaced with other spec- 
jes of slower growth habits, most of 
which are far more ornamental than 
the conventional plane. Highly de- 
sirable are the ornamental flower- 
ing fruit trees, hawthorne, maple, 
silk oak, cork oak, flame ecucalyp- 
tus, camphor, and many others that 
the local nurseries can recommend. 

One of the many objectives that 
your Council hopes to attain is a 
well planned street tree program, 
developed in cooperation with local 
organizations and landscape archi- 
tects.
